The 
door of the car did not seem locked and the individual reporting this to 
the Baltimore office thought this was a major breach of security. 


This matter has been checked by the Washington Field office and 
we have ascertained that the black Mercury with Washington, D. C. license 
7J173 is a l*..d lease car by the Lincoln Mercury Division of the Ford Motor 
Company. The car is supposed to be assigned to the U. S. House of
